The whole of the upper surface, the head, and 
the throat jet black; the wings and tail blackish brown; the 
inner secondaries and scapulars broadly margined and tipped 
with white, which fonns a broad white band down the wing; 
over the eye a narrow isolated spot of white; the ehest and 
breast black; the feathers on the sides of the throat adjacent to 
the ear-coverts, very sliglitly tipped with a supterminal spot of 
white, those on the ehest conspicuously tipped with a lanceolate 
oblong subterminal spot of the same color, which inereases in 
size on the breast feathers, and joins the white of the abdomen 
where the feathers are white with a narrow black margin; centre 
of the abdomen, flanks and under tail coverts pure white; the 
bases of all the feathers black; under wing coverts blackish 
brown tipped with white; under surface of wings and tail brown; 
bill and legs black; rictae stiff and strong, black, not reaching 
to the tip of the bill. Lgth. 6.2, wing 3.4, tail 3.5, tars. 0.58, 
bill 0.7 inclies.

feathers yellowish brown; bill and legs yellow. 

Tot. length 7,7 in. wing 4, tail 2,8, tars 1,3.

cf. General colour very dark smokv brown (almost black) 
precisely the tint of T. vanicorensis of Samoa. Here and there 
on the underside the feathers of the body show traces of a pal er 
colour on the edges. A palish brown patch (very indistinct) 
from the beck of the eye to the nape (tliis is quite wanting in 
T. vanicorensis). Upper surface of back almost (in some lights 

quite) jetblack. Lawer ccntre of belly and over vent a patch 

of white and red-brown feathers; the samc colours extend down 
the centre of each feather of the under tail-coverts. This at 
once distinguishes it from T. vanicorensis in which these parts 

are immaculate, and the shafts of the tail feathers are dark, 

whereas in the new bird tliey are very light. Eyelid and bare 
space about eye yellow; bill yellow, with orange tip; legs and 
feet very light briglit yellow. Lg. 7,3, wing 4, tail 3, tars. 1,2, 
bill 1,2, (broader than in T. vanicorensis , but this may be causcd 
by the dry state of the latter.)

(Mit Bezug auf die in Nr. II unseres „Compendium“ wieder¬ 
gegebenen neuen Arten des Herrn E. P. Ramsay machen wir 
darauf aufmerksam, dass der Genannte einen Tlieil dieser neuen 
Vögel bereits in der „Nature“ Vol. 20 No. 501 June 5 p. 125 
(dem Datum nach zum zweiten Male, in der That wohl früher) 
unter anderem Namen beschrieben hat, ohne durch eine 
Anmerkung dies Verfahren zu rechtfertigen und dass derselbe 
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ferner an der erwähnten Stelle mehrere Arten als neu beschrieben, 
welche er in der anderen Arbeit (Proc. Lin. Soc. N. S. Wales 
Vol. IV.) augenscheinlich auf bekannte Arten bezogen, ohne diese 
Correction pflichtgemäss zu erwähnen. Nur um vor späteren 
unvermeidlichen Verwirrungen zu warnen, führen wir nachfolgend 
die in der „Nature“ (1. c.) publicirten Namen, welche wir sonst 
richtiger todt geschwiegen hätten, nebst den wahrscheinlichen 
Erklärungen, welche Graf Salvador! (Ibis 1880 Heft 1.) dazu 
gegeben, auf. Das Verfahren des Herrn Rainsay aber müssen 
wir als ein höchst verwerfliches hiermit öffentlich perhorresciren.

$: Head above, e ir-coverts and a broadish line down the 
side of the upper neck black a dark; orange-red line above the 
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eyes, extended beyond the occiput. The back is finely mottled 
with uniber-black and ochre, some of the feathers on the upper 
margin having two small terminal chestnut spots, with a miiiute 
white central and terminal ocellus between them. This spotting 
disappears towards the upper tail-coverts, which are tipped witli 
rusty brown. The tail is irregularly barred with mottled ochre 
and black. Chin and throat whitish, each feather narrowly 
margined black. The nape and upper breast of a rieh orange- 
chestnut colour, followed posteriorly by plumage of a pale umber 
ground, more or less finely mottled with the umber-black, while 
some of the feathers have terminal ashy spots margined black 
and white-shafted. The tliighs are narrowly barred dull black 
and ochre, a few of the thigh-coverts tipped dull white. No 
spurs. — Wing 9,75, tail 6,5, tarsus 3,5 inches.

JEnpl. nobili similis, sed regionibus inferioribus nigris; plumis 
lateralibus pectoris rufo maculatis. 

Melle adulte . — Huppe, poitrine, cou, haut du dos, cou- 
vertuies des ailes et de la queue noirs, mais toutes les plumes 
bordees de bleu violac-6; bas du dos et croupion d’un roux cuivr6 
brillant; partie mediane de la poitrine, ventre, jambes et sous- 
caudales noirs; ces (lern i eres legerement bordees de bleuätres; 
cötes de la poitrine et flancs noirs ä reflets bleuätres et marques 
de grandes taches d’un roux ardent; ailes brunes; queue noire, 
les quatre rectrices mödianes d’un blanc roussätre, la barbe 
interne de la paire suivante egalement d’un blanc roussätre. 

Femette. — D’un rouz vif, plus sombre en dessus qu’en 
dessous, marque de marbrures brunes sur les couvertures des 
ailes et de la queue ainsi que sur les remiges secondaires; gorge 
blanchätre; plumes du cou et du haut de la poitrine plus ou 
moins bordees de blanc latöralement; plumes des autres regions 
inf6rieures entierement bordees de blanc; queue noire; sous- 
caudales noires, terminöes de brun.
